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INTRODUCTORY AND EXPLANATORY OBSERVATIONS. 



1. Total amount or Local Taxation or Ireland. 



The Local Taxation of Ireland, making the usual deductions for sums appearing in the 
returns of two local authorities from contributions from the taxation collected by one 
towards what is expended by another, and supplying the absence of returns by the latest 
information available, may be set down for the year 1878 at £3,251,422. 

This sum is compared with the corresponding amounts in preceding years since 1866, 
in the following table : —

2. Grand Jury Cess. 

One of the most ancient and the largest of the local taxes in Ireland is the rate on real 
property called Grand Jury cess. It derives this name from the authority chiefly 
engaged in authorizing its application. The historical origin of this tax and of the 
constitution of the bodies to administer it, are fully explained in former reports made by 
Dr. Hancock.

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4. The Dogs Licence Doty. 

The collecting of the clogs licence duty is entrusted to the Petty Sessions Clerks, and 
a return of it is made to Parliament by the Registrar of Petty Sessions Clerks ; so that 
an abstract only is included in Appendix Y. to this Report. A considerable part of the 
remuneration of Petty Sessions Clerks is derived from the dogs licence duty. The 
surplus of the duty, after providing for the cost of collection, is paid over in aid of 
Grand Jury coss and the town rates.

6. Court Leet Presentments. 

The only Court Leet ascertained to be still in operation in Ireland is that in. the Manor 
of Killultao-h, including the town of Lisburn, in the county of Antrim ; a full account of 
the standing orders of this Court Leet is given in Appendix XXVL to Dr. Hancock’s 
Report for 1869.* The Court Leet presentments bear some resemblance to Grand Jury 
cess, in being made by a Court Leet Grand Jury and levied off land and being partly 
applied for 'manor roads ; they resemble town taxation in being applicable to town 
fountains, fire-engines, and fairs and markets. The total amount presented in 1878 was 
£276, whilst the amount in 1877 was £26S, showing an increase of £S.

The Court Leet 
presentments are also taken separately, as the jurisdiction of the Court Leet Grand Jury 
extends beyond the town boundary to the whole manor.

In the case of Town Burial Boards, the receipts on account of burial rates are included 
in the Town returns ; but the classification in the Appendix shows the details of receipts- 
and expenditure both of these and the Poor Law Burial Boards. 



12. — Poor Rates. 

The particulars of the collection and expenditure of poor rates are so fully detailed in 
the Annual Reports of the Local Government Board that it is only necessary on this, as on 
former occasions, to refer to the Abstract in Appendix XVIII., as showing the amount 
of poor rates included in the general statement of Local Taxation in Ireland. 
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13. Classification of Local Taxation and Proportion received from (1) Rates on Real 
Property ; (2) Tolls, Fees, Stamps, and Dues ; and (3) Other Sources. 

In the following table the local taxation of Ireland is classified to show how much 
is raised by rates on real property, how much arises from tolls, fees, stamps, and dues, and 
how much from other sources of receipt besides borrowed money and grants from the 
Imperial taxes. 

In the case of Grand Jury cess, from the total net amount of cess to be levied, 
£1,131,676 (the amount returned in Appendix I.), £33,531, the amount for the counties 
of the cities of Cork, Dublin and Limerick is deducted, as being necessarily and pro- 
perly included in the Town Councils’ returns — and, being both levied and administered, 
not by Grand Juries, but by Town Councils, should remain there ; leaving the net 
amount to be administered by Grand Juries or paid under imperative presentments, 
£1,098,145. 

In the case of Town taxation, it has been necessary to deduct from the total receipts 
from other sources of £133,007, included in the table in section 10 of this Report, 
£8,367 paid out of fines to Treasurers of Boroughs, and £1,39S appearing in section 4, 
paid out of Dogs Licence duty in aid of Town rates, thereby reducing the amount of 
such receipts not elsewhere included in the summary of taxation to £123,242.
